THE COUNTRY IS LISTLESS 


. NATIONAL campaign, conducted for the purpose of elect- 
A 
ing men to the highest offices within the gift of the people, 


is in its closing days. 


Warren G. Harding, republican candidate, and Gov. James 


Cox, the democratic candidate, have been set up by the dominant 
parties as the candidates from whom the people are to make 
their choice.- 


And the people want neither. 
Warren G. Harding will be the next president of the United 


States, not because he is the choice of the people, but because 
the people want a, cleanup at Washington. The people want to 
turn out an administration that has betrayed them at every turn 
and which has attempted to make of this country a pawn and a 
financial Christmas tree for the scheming and designing coun- 
tries of Europe. 


And in order to escape the policies of the Wilson administra- 


tion this country is to be turned over to the reins of Warren G. 
Harding who is only a pliant and willing figurehead in the hands 
qf Penrose, Lodge, Smoot and the old guard. The dollar mark 
will be the insignia of government in the coming four years and 
reaction will hold sway.

Here in Dane coun- 
ty, peopled by conservative and old fashioned farmers reports 
are to the effect that hundreds are going to vote for Debs as a 
matter of protest. And Dane county has never given more than 
a few hundred socialist votes. 


The only hope of the people, apparently, lies in the election 


of a strong minority in both the senate and the house which will 
be in a position to constitute the balance of power in the coming 
Congress. It is quite safe to say that there will be enough mem- 
bers in the next senate to prevent this country being placed into 
the halter of European chicanery and/deceit. 


The greatest contribution which Wisconsin can make to 


help the present situation is to send to the United States senate 
a man who will join with the minority in making an effective 
balance of power.

papers. Day and Heaton are now selling the bonds of the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois railroad. 


In the circular which we have received we find the follow- 


ing language: 


"Developments of far reaching importance to our railroads, 


to railroad credit and to the holders of railroad securities have 
taken place -within the past few months. First came the pass- 
age by Congress of the Transportation act of 1920 UNDER 
THE TERMS OF WHICH THE RAILROADS ARE GUARAN- 
TEED A NET INCOME THAT SHALL CONSTITUTE A FAIR 
RETURN UPON THE VALUE OF THEIR INVESTMENT. 
This was followed by the decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission authorizing rate increases which, it is estimated, 
will add about $1,500,000 to their yearly revenues. Under that 
decision the railroads were granted a 6 per cent return on a valu- 
ation large enough to cover all outstanding securities. This will 
serve to restore credit and enable the carriers to purchase the 
equipment and material long needed for their proper function- 
ing and development."
